Branch  was  formed,  with  the  object  of  aiding  the  Widows  and 
Children  of  Officers  of  all  Branches  of  the  United  Service — 

Primarily — By  helping  in  the  education  of  Officers'  children 
either   by   payment   or   purchase   into   existing 

Schools  and  Institutions;    and 

Secondly — By  temporarily  aiding  with  small  grants,  as  funds 
will  admit,  necessitous  Officers'  widows. 

Extract  from  a  letter  from  the  Duke  of  Connaught 
to  Colonel  Gildea. 

Bombay, 

3rd  April,  1887. 

The  formation  of  an  "  Officers'  Branch  "  of  the  Association 
is  a  great  thing,  and  will,  I  am  certain,  prove  very  useful.  I  am 
glad  to  hear  that  the  Funds  of  this  Branch  are  to  be  kept 
separate.

Homes  for  Officers'  Widows  and  Daughters. 

During  the  year  a  suggestion  having  been  privately  made  by 
Colonel  Gildea  to  some  members  of  the  Council  for  the  establish- 
ment of  a  Home  or  Homes  for  Officers'  Widows  and  Daughters, 
and  not  having  met  with  any  sympathy  or  encouragement  on 
the  plea  that  "  no  ladies  would  be  likely  to  avail  themselves  of 
such  provision,"  he  made  the  following  personal  statement  at  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Council : — 

"  That  he  had  not,  in  the  past,  or  would  not  in  the  future,  takr 
any  action  which  would  prejudice  them  in  any  matter  connected 
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with  the  Association  without  having  first  obtained  their  approval 
and  sanction;  that  this,  however,  did  not  prevent  him,  as  a 
private  individual,  from  taking  any  steps  which  he  considered 
might  be  good  for  the  Services  in  matters  outside  the  Association. 
He  mentioned  this  because  he  had  long  considered  more  might 
be  done  for  the  widows  and  daughters  of  both  Services,  and  that, 
with  that  in  view,  he  was  about  to  try  and  ameliorate  their  posi- 
tion by  endeavouring  to  provide,  under  certain  conditions,  fur- 
nished apartments,  rent  free,  in  a  home  or  homes.  If  unsuccessful, 
the  onus  would,  of  course,  fall  only  on  himself,  but  that,  if  it 
proved  a  success,  he  might  probably  come  to  the  Council  later 
on  and  ask  them  to  make  the  scheme  an  adjunct  to  the  work  of 
the  Association,  and  thus,  if  approved,  add  to  its  credit  and  also 
to  its  sphere  of  usefulness." 

Shortly  after,   he  made   the  following  appeal   to  the  public 
through  the  Press  : — 

SIR, 

OF  the  many  works  initiated  and  carried  on  during  the 
last  fifty  years  for  the  benefit  of  those  connected  with  the  Navy 
and  Army  there  is,  I  venture  to  think,  still  a  missing  link,  namely, 
a  home  or  homes  for  the  widows  and  orphan  daughters  of  Officers 
of  the  two  Services.  None  but  those  who  have  to  do  with  Naval 
and  Military  Funds  and  Institutions  know  the  distressing  cases 
which  are  continually  coming  to  light  of  Officers'  widows  and 
daughters  who,  with  very  limited  incomes,  are  bravely  battling 
against  altered  circumstances,  and  who,  from  the  natural  delicacy 
of  their  position,  seldom  make  their  wants  known.  To  these  a 
home,  rent  free,  would  make  all  the  difference  in  their  advancing 
years.  A  few  are,  by  the  never-failing  thought  of  Queen  Victoria, 
provided  with  apartments  in  Hampton  Court  Palace  and  else- 
where, but  these  are  exceptional  cases.  It  is  on  the  system  of 
separate  apartments  in  a  home  that,  I  venture  to  think,  some 
steps  might  be  taken.  The  object  should  be,  in  the  first  instance 
at  least,  to  provide  unfurnished  rooms,  say  three  or  four,  rent 
free,  subject  to  certain  limitations,  for  those  who  have  a  small 
but  sufficient  income  for  maintenance,  but  who  cannot  afford 
to  pay  rent  and  taxes.  Later  on,  if  sufficient  funds  were  avail- 
able, this  might,  in  some  special  cases,  be  supplemented  by  a 
small  allowance.  It  might  be  advisable  that  the  home  or  homes 
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should  be  established  in  or  near  London,  but,  in  any  caw,  not 
far  from  shops,  where  the  necessaries  of  life  can  be  easily  and 
cheaply  obtained.  I  would  therefore  earnestly  appeal  to  Officers, 
both  Naval  and  Military,  and  all  interested  in  the  Service 
co-operate  in  this  movement.  A  Fund,  entitled  "  Homes  for 
Officers'  Widows  and  Daughters,"  has  been  opened  at  Messrs. 
Coutts  &  Co.,  59,  Strand,  to  which  subscriptions  may  be  paid, 
and  I  shall  be  glad  to  receive  and  acknowledge  any  such  that  may 
be  sent  to  me  direct,  or  to  supply  any  further  information  that 
may  be  desired.

The  result  of  the  above  was  so  spontaneous  and  liberal  that, 
in  the  early  part  of  1900,  the  scheme  was  adopted  by  the  Council 
as  an  adjunct  of  the  Association,  a  small  Committee  formed  with 
Colonel  Gildea,  Chairman,  and  one  staircase  (exclusively  for 
Officers'  widows  and  daughters),  containing  twelve  suites  of  rooms, 
rented  in  Elm  Park  Mansions,  Chelsea,  to  which  twelve  ladies 
were  elected  under  the  following  conditions,  viz.  :  That  applicants 
must  not  be  under  50,  nor  more  than  80  years  of  age,  and  must 
have  an  assured  income  of  not  less  than  £40  and  not  more  than 
£100  per  annum. 

On  the  conclusion  of  the  South  African  War  the  Chairman 
made  the  following  further  Appeal  to  the  Press,  to  Officers  Com- 
manding Regiments  and  Officers  Commanding  Ships. 

COPY    OF   A    LETTER   ADDRESSED   TO   THE    Pi: 

SIR, 

In  1899  a  scheme  was  initiated  for  the  benefit  of  the  \vi.l 
and   unmarried   daughters   (whose  incomes  do   not  exceed   £100 
per  annum)  by  the  provision  of  apartments,  rent  fret-,  on  the  <am<- 
system  as  those  at  Hampton  Court  and  Kensington  Palaces  are 
graciously  granted  by  the  King. 

Sufficient    funds    were    then   privately   suhseril>ed    to   provide 
for  twelve  ladies,  and  the  widows  and  daughters  of  four  OHi 
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of  the  rank  of  General,  two  of  Colonels,  two  of  Commanders,  and 
four  of  Captains  were  temporarily  accommodated. 

So  much  having  been  done  during  the  war,  not  only  for  the 
wives  and  families  of  Soldiers  and  Sailors,  but  for  the  men  them- 
selves (this  Association  alone  having  given  in  relief  close  on  one 
million  and  a  quarter  pounds  to  the  former),  it  is  felt  that  more 
should  now  be  done  to  make  some  better  provision  for  the  widows 
and  daughters  of  Officers  in  their  declining  years. 

In  view  of  the  recent  laudable  efforts  of  the  War  Office  (in 
reducing  Officers'  expenses,  etc.)  to  attract  to  the  army  as  a  pro- 
fession men  of  smaller  means,  there  may,  in  the  future,  arise  an 
increased  necessity  for  providing  for  the  widows  and  daughters 
of  Officers,  especially  of  those  killed  in  action  at  an  early  period 
of  their  career. 

There  are,  at  the  present  time,  over  90  candidates  waiting 
election,  and  there  is  little  doubt  that  as  the  scheme  becomes  more 
generally  known  the  numbers  will  be  largely  increased. 

In  consequence  of  the  high  rent  demanded  for  suitable  apart- 
ments, and  the  uncertainty  of  their  tenure,  it  has  been  decided 
at  once  to  make  a  commencement  by  building,  as  funds  are  forth- 
coming, suites  of  self-contained  apartments  on  a  very  desirable 
freehold  site  which  has  been  obtained  at  Wimbledon. 

The  benefit  of  a  free  home,  with  no  anxiety  as  to  rent  and  taxes, 
to  those  who  have  a  small  but  barely  sufficient  income  for  main- 
tenance cannot  be  overrated.  Those  only  who  are  connected  with 
Naval  and  Military  Funds  and  Institutions  know  of  the  distressing 
cases  which  are  continually  coming  to  light  of  Officers'  widows  and 
daughters  who,  from  the  natural  delicacy  of  their  position,  seldom 
make  their  wants  known,  but  who  are  bravely  battling  against 
their  altered  position,  in  most  cases  brought  about  through  cir- 
cumstances over  which  they  had  no  control,  and  for  which  they 
were  in  no  way  responsible. 

I  have  also  to  announce  that  it  has  the  entire  approval  of  the 
Queen,  and  Her  Majesty  has  contributed  the  sum  of  five  thoiisand 
pounds  to  its  extension  out  of  her  War  Fund. 

The  Council  confidently  appeals  both  "to  the  public  and  the 
Services  on  their  behalf. 

Contributions  crossed  "  Coutts  &  Co."  and  made  payable  to 
me  as  Treasurer  of  the  Officers'  Branch  of  the  Association  will 
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be  thankfully   received  and  acknowledged,   and  any  further  in- 
formation supplied  that  may  be  desired.

REGIMENTS. 
DEAR  SIR, 

I  venture  to  ask  for  your  kind  perusal  of  the  enclosed 
particulars  of  a  scheme  for  the  benefit  of  the  Widows  and  Daughters 
of  Officers  who  have  been  left  with  limited  means.  Special 
efforts  are  now  being  made  to  provide  them  with  small  suites  of 
separate  and  self-contained  apartments  rent  free,  this  being 
considered  the  best  way  of  assisting  these  ladies,  as  one  involving 
no  loss  of  self-respect. 

Officers  generally,  I  well  know,  are  not  in  a  position  to 
subscribe  largely  to  any  movement,  but  there  are  many  who  are 
always  able  and  willing  to  do  so  to  the  best  of  their  power  for 
any  good  cause  in  connection  with  the  Services. 

The  Officers  of  several  regiments  have  already  supported  the 
object,  some  in  Donations,  some  in  Annual  Subscriptions,  from 
their  Mess  Fund,  and  it  is  thought  that  in  this  way,  or  by  officers 
collectively,  many  would  be  glad,  on  the  subject  being  brought 
to  their  notice,  to  make  an  Annual  Contribution  either  direct  or 
by  Banker's  Order. 

May  I  ask  for  your  kind  interest  and  that  of  your  officers  in 
the  matter?

SIMILAR  LETTER  ADDRESSED  TO  OFFICERS  COMMANDING  SHIPS, 

with  the  following  addition  :— 

"  I  may  add  that  although  as  yet  the  movement  has  recei 
very  little  support  from  the  Navy,  probably  from  its  being  little 
known,   of   the  twelve  ladies  temporarily  provided  for  in    1S5W. 
five  are  the  Widows  or  Daughters  of  Naval  Officers,  and  of    the 
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90   candidates  for   election   when   the   buildings   are   completed, 
28  are  those  of  Naval  Officers."' 


r'  Later,  he  reported  that  he  had  inspected  some  50  properties 
in  the  neighbourhood  of  London,  and  strongly  advised  that  a 
freehold  mansion  in  Wimbledon  Park,  known  as  Broghill,  the 
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property  of  the  late  Captain  Cecil  Boyd,  Queen's  Own  Oxford- 
shire Hussars,  killed  in  South  African  War,  1899-1901,  \vith 
grounds  of  31  acres,  be  purchased. 

This  being  approved  and  purchased  for  the  sum  of  £6,500, 
and,  after  selling  the  mansion  and  fittings  to  a  housebreaker 
for  £450,  building  operations  for  the  erection  of  60  suites  of  M -lf- 
contained  apartments  for  so  many  residents,  exclusive  of  their 
relations,  were  commenced  on  the  2nd  September. 

DIVISION   OF   ANNUAL  SUBSCRIPTIONS  AND   DONATIONS  TO  THE 
OFFICERS'  BRANCH  FROM  COUNTY  BRANCHES. 

In  connection  with  the  Chairman's  letter  of  the  oth  June, 
several  Branches  of  the  Association  expressed  a  desire  to  remit 
part  of  their  balances  towards  this  object.  As,  however,  the 
general  Funds  were  subscribed  for  the  wives  and  families  of  the 
men  themselves,  the  Chairman,  as  Treasurer,  refused  to  accept 
such,  his  action  being  confirmed  by  counsel's  opinion.  Several 
Counties — Kent,  for  instance,  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Countess 
Stanhope — Gloucestershire,  Worcestershire,  and  others,  invih-il 
the  annual  subscribers  in  their  Counties,  in  the  future,  to  divide 
their  subscriptions  equally  between  the  General  Fund  and  the 
Officers'  Branch,  for  which  they  had  a  perfect  right  to  do  without 
any  such  objection  as  above  being  raised. 

LORD  MAYOR  NEWTON'S  DISCRETIONARY  FUND  AND  TUB 
OFFICERS'  BRANCH. 

Later  on  in  the  year,  there  being  also  a  balance  left  from  the 
Lord  Mayor's  (Sir  Alfred  Newton)  Discretionary  Fund,  Sir  Alfred, 
cordially  approved  of  the  sum  of  £20,000  being  transferred  to  the 
Officers'  Branch,  but  before  accepting  the  same,  the  Honorary 
Solicitors,  Messrs.  Boyce  &  Son,  and  Honorary  Auditors,  Messrs. 
Drury,  Thurgood  &  Co.,  were  consulted,  giving  it  as  their  opinion 
that  the  Council  would  be  acting  fully  within  their  right- 
accepting  the  same  on  receipt  of  a  letter  from  Sir  Alfred  Newton, 
and  passing  a  resolution  to  that  effect,  both  of  which  were  done. 

OFFICERS'  BRANCH  ASD  THE  HOMES'  FUND. 
The  question  of  the  inadvisability  of  continuing  to  have  t\\<» 
separate  Funds  and  accounts  of  the  Officers'  Branch,  it  having 
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been  pointed  out  that  both  the  original  Officers'  Branch  and  the 
Homes  for  Officers'  Widows  and  Daughters  were  virtually  for  the 
same  object,  viz.,  to  aid,  bjT  grants  or  other  means,  necessitous 
Officers'  widows  and  daughters,  the  Council,  on  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Executive  Committee  and  on  the  advice  of  counsel, 
resolved  that  the  two  Funds  should  be  amalgamated.

At  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  on  the  9th  June, 
the  Chairirian  read  the  following  message  he  had  received  from 
Queen  Alexandra  : — 

"  Let  me  wish  you  every  success  for  our  meeting  to-day, 
on  behalf  of  our  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Families  Association. 

"  May  I  also  express  the  hope  that  it  will  take  into 
special  consideration  our  new  work  of  the  Homes  for 
Officers'  Widows  and  Daughters,  which  is  at  present 
surrounded  by  many  difficulties  and  anxieties,  and  which 
is  most  essential  for  the  welfare  of  so  many,  whose  brave 
Husbands  and  Fathers  have  laid  down  their  lives  for  their 
country. 

"ALEXANDRA." 

The  buildings,  commenced  on  2nd  September  last  year,  having 
made  rapid  progress,  the  twelve  ladies,  who  had  been  in  residence 
at  Elm  Park  Mansions,  Chelsea,  since  1900,  were  moved  and  took 
possession  of  the  first  block,  and  twelve  more  elected,  and  went 
into  residence  in  the  second  block,  with  the  hope  that  the  two 
large  blocks  to  accommodate  twenty-four  each  would  be  ready 
for  occupation  early  in  the  following  year. 

A  lodge  for  the  Superintendent,  consisting  of  a  sitting 
room,  two  bedrooms,  kitchen  and  office  on  the  Upper  Terrace, 
on  the  site  of  the  old  mansion,  with  a  loggia  in  front  facing  the 
quadrangle  and  overlooking  the  lawns,  were  also  put  in  the  hands 
of  the  contractors.

This  year  will  be  for  ever  memorable  as  that  in  which  Tln-ir- 
Majesties  King  Edward  VII.  and  Queen  Alexandra,  on  loth  July, 


were   present   at   the   opening   of    the   Homes,    which,   after   the 
buildings  had  been  begun,  the  Queen  desired  >hould  bo  known  as 

"  Queen   Alexandra's   Court."

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Their  Majesties,  accompanied  by  the  Princess  Victoria  and 
the  Duke  of  Sparta,  drove  in  semi-state  from  Buckingham  Palace, 
being  received  by  Colonel  Sir  James  Gildea  (Chairman)  and 
Members  of  the  Committee. 

On  the  arrival  of  their  Majesties,  the  Guard  of  Honour  pre- 
sented arms,  the  band  played  the  National  Anthem,  and  the 
Royal  Standard  was  run  up  on  the  flagstaff. 

On  reaching  the  wicket  gate  leading  to  the  Upper  Terrace,  the 
Chairman  presented  the  Queen  with  a  golden  key*  with  which 
Her  Majesty  opened  the  gate  and  declared  "  The  Homes  opened." 

Their  Majesties  then  proceeded  to  the  front  of  the  loggia  facing 
the  quadrangle  and  overlooking  the  lawns,  at  the  back  of  which 
was  hung  the  house  flagf  of  the  Homes. 

Here  the  King  received  from  the  Chairman  the  following 
address,J  and  handed  to  him  in  return  His  Majesty's  reply. 

"  MAY  IT  PLEASE  YOUR  MAJESTIES  : — 

"  I  AM  deputed  by  the  Committee  especially  appointed  for 
this  work  to  express  our  humble  and  grateful  thanks  to  your 
Majesties  for  your  gracious  presence  here  this  afternoon  to  open 
these  Homes  for  the  Widows  and  Daughters  of  your  Majesty's 
Naval  and  Military  Forces  who  have  been  left  with  but  scanty 
provision  for  their  maintenance. 

"  The  great  need  for  such  homes  was  little  known  or  realised 
when,  five  years  ago,  twelve  ladies  were  temporarily  provided  for 
in  apartments,  rent  free,  in  Chelsea,  by  a  member  of  the  Soldiers' 
and  Sailors'  Families  Association  and  his  friends.  The  extension 
of  the  scheme,  its  present  location,  and  the  buildings  now  erected 
for  sixty  ladies  and  their  families  is  largely  due  to  your  Majesties' 
never-failing  sympathy  and  personal  support  in  everything  con- 
nected with  the  well-being  of  all  ranks  of  the  Services. 

"  Her  Majesty,  knowing  the  benefits  already  derived  by  the 
twelve  ladies  referred  to,  of  their  testimony  to  the  relief  to  their

J  Engrossed  and  supplied  free  of  charge  by  Messrs.  Blades,  East  and 
Blades,  of  23,  Abchurch  Lane,  B.C. 
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very  small  incomes  from  the  payment  of  rent,  rates  and  taxes, 
most  generously  devoted  the  Coronation  gift  of  ten  thousand 
pounds  presented  to  Her  Majesty  by  Mr.  Lucas  Tooth  to  the 
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extension  of  the  scheme,  as  also  subsequently  making  a  grant  of 
five  thousand  pounds  from  the  balance  of  Her  Majesty's  private 
War  Fund.  Further,  through  Her  Majesty's  interest,  a  sum  of 


ten  thousand  pounds  was  obtained  from  the  part  balance  of  a 
fund  specially  subscribed  during  the  late  war  for  the  families 
of  Officers. 
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"  With  Her  Majesty's  support  and  that  of  other  contributors, 
we  are  glad  to  be  able  to  inform  your  Majesties  that  the  buildings 
now  erected,  and  the  freehold  property  of  three  acres  and  a  half 
on  which  they  stand,  have  all  been  paid  for,  and  that  we  start 
these  Homes  clear  of  any  debt  or  liability,  the  upkeep  being  pro- 
vided for  by  annual  subscriptions  chiefly  of  officers  on  the  active 
and  retired  lists. 

"  If  evidence  were  wanted  as  to  the  necessity  for  such  pro- 
vision, and  the  benefits  conferred,  it  is  found  in  the  number  of 
further  applicants  (now  over  one  hundred  and  daily  increasing) 
for  admission  to  the  Homes,  and  your  Majesties'  presence  here 
this  afternoon  is  not  only  a  gracious  recognition  and  approval  of 
what,  so  far,  we  have  been  permitted,  by  God's  help,  to  accom- 
plish, but  will  also,  we  trust,  be  an  incentive  to  others  to  come 
forward,  either  with  land,  donations,  or  subscriptions,  to  extend 
the  scheme  for  the  benefit  of  so  many  more,  most  of  whom  will 
otherwise  pass  the  remainder  of  their  years  in  surroundings  of 
peculiar  hardships  for  ladies  of  their  position.

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The  King's  Reply. 

"  I  thank  you  heartily  for  your  Address. 

"  It  has  given  the  Queen  and  myself  great  pleasure  to  come 
here  to-day  to  open  these  Homes.  The  excellent  work  done  by 
this  Institution  in  assisting  the  widows  and  daughters  of  those 
who  have  served  in  my  Navy  and  Army  has  always  had  our  most 
cordial  sympathy. 

"  The  Queen  desires  me  to  thank  you  for  your  references  to 
the  help  which  she  was  enabled  to  give  towards  the  extension  of 
this  work,  and  to  say  that  she  observes  with  special  satisfaction 
its  continuous  growth  and  its  present  sound  position. 

"  I  congratulate  you  on  the  success  which  you  have  attained 
and  I  trust  that  your  efforts,  which  have  already  borne  such  good 
fruit,  may  receive  the  support  needed  for  the  continuation  and 
the  desired  development  of  your  work." 

The  Queen  then  handed  the  Chairman  a  sealed  envelope  con- 
taining a  cheque  for  six  thousand  pounds,  and  the  following 
holograph  letter : — 

"  I  have  great  pleasure  in  announcing  to  you  that  I  was  left, 
through  the  generosity  of  the  late  Mr.  Charles  Lear,  six  thousand 
pounds,  which  I  now  divide  equally  between  these  Homes  for 
Officers'  Widows  and  Daughters  and  the  Soldiers'  and  Sailors' 

Families  Association.  .t  A  „

The  Royal  party  then  crossed  on  to  the  lawn,  where  the  Queen 
planted  on  the  left  of  the  flagstaff  a  copper  beech,  and  from  thence 
their  Majesties  proceeded  round  the  quadrangle,  inspecting  some 
of  the  apartments  on  their  way. 
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On  returning  to  the  upper  lawn  the  King  planted  on  the  right 
of  the  flagstaff  a  golden  elm,  and,  after  spending  some  h'ttle  time 
in  conversation  with  the  invited  guests,  their  Majesties  and  suite 


proceeded  to  the  office  attached  to  the  superintendent's  lodge, 
where,  after  signing  their  names  in  the  visitors'  book,  they  re- 
entered  their  carriages  and  returned  to  London.

A  further  addition  was  made  this  year  by  the  erection  of  a 
dining  hall,  kitchen  and  .  store  room,  caterers'  quarters,  con- 
sisting of  a  sitting-room,  two  bedrooms  and  offices,  and  attached 
to  the  dining-hall  a  reading-room,  with  weekly  and  monthly 
papers  and  magazines  for  the  use  of  the  residents.  A  room  was 
also  furnished  in  one  of  the  gardeners'  cottages,  for  the  use  of 
visitors  to  the  residents — and  a  building  erected  for  h  >u-in'_r 
the  fire  escape  ladder.

The  Royal  Homes  for  Officers'  Widows  and  Daughters. 

Founded  temporarily  in  Chelsea  by  Colonel  Sir  James 
Gildea  in  1899,  the  Homes  were  subsequently  affiliated  to 
the  Officers'  Branch  of  the  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Families 
Association. 

Through  the  liberality  of  Her  Majesty  Queen  Alexandra, 
who  devoted  a  Coronation  Gift  of  ten  thousand  pounds,  and, 
with  the  help  of  other  contributors,  this  property  was  pur- 
chased, and  these  buildings,  containing  sixty  suites  of  apart- 
ments, were  begun  in  September,  1903,  and  completed  in 
June,  1905. 

The  Homes,  called,  by  permission  of  the  Queen,  "  Queen 
Alexandra's  Court,"  were  opened  by  their  Majesties  the 
King  and  Queen  on  the  15th  July,  1905.

Her  Royal  Highness,  at  the  request  of  Her  .Majou  tin- 
Queen,  whom  we  rejoice  so  much  to  think  takes  so  deep  an  in- 
in  the  Association,  most  readily  accepted  the  wish  of  Her  Maj.Mv 
that  she  should  attend  to-day,  and  I  can  assure  you  that  it  has 
been  a  real  pleasure  to  Her  Royal  Highness  to  have  this  oppor- 
tunity   of    again    showing    the    deep    interest    she    takes    in    all 
connected  with  anything  that  can  promote  the  good  of  the  Officers 
and  men  and  their  children  of  the  two  Services  of  the  Empire. 
It  is  a  happy  augury  that  this  meeting  is  held  on  a  day  which  is

Let    the    Soldiers'    and    Sailors'    Families 
Association  go  on  increasing  in  the  good  work  they  have  done 
in  the  past.     I  can  assure  you  I  speak  from  some  experience,

Handel's  Air,  "I  know  that  my  Redeemer  liveth."  and  were  maged 
by  Dr.  Crotch  for  the  clock  of  Groat  St.  Mary's,  Cambridge,  in  MM. 
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An  adjoining  freehold  property,  known  as  "  Edenthorpe," 
with  a  mansion  and  grounds  of  1|  acres,  late  the  property  of 
Mr.  Price,  which  had  been  in  the  market  for  some  time,  was 
purchased  towards  the  close  of  the  year  for  £3,460,  and  put  in 
hand  for  adaptation  for  three  self-contained  suites  of  apartments, 
with  a  cottage  adjoining,  for  one  resident. 

Visits  to  the  Homes  were  made  during  the  year  by  the 
Princess  Louise  (Duchess  of  Argyll),  accompanied  by  the  Duke, 
Marie,  Duchess  of  Saxe  Coburg  and  Gotha,  Duchess  of  Edin- 
burgh, the  Princess  Beatrice  (then  known  as  Princess  Henry  of 
Battenburg) .

and  inspecting  all  the  new  additions,  being  specially  interested 
in  the  house  and  grounds  of  the  adjoining  property  of  Eden- 
thorpe, purchased  at  the  close  of  the  year,  towards  which  Her 
Majesty  contributed  £3,000,  and  which  Her  Majesty  was  graciously 
pleased  to  request  should  be  known  as  "  The  Queen's  Home,"  and 
the  cottage  adjoining  "  The  Queen's  Cottage,"  which  latter  had 
had  a  bath  room  added  and  fitted  up  for  a  resident.  Her 
Majesty  at  the  same  time  desired  that  an  additional  room  be 
added  to  each  floor,  the  cost  of  the  same  being  defrayed  by  a 
donation  of  £200  from  H.E.  Sir  Chandra  Jung  of  Nepal  to  Her 
Majesty  before  leaving  England.

In  consequence  of  the  awkward  approach  to  the 
too   narrow  entrance,   new   wrought-iron  gates     \vcn-    thi> 
erected    at    the    main    entrance.     The    prominent    feature    is    a 
wreath  with  the  rose,   shamrock   and   thistle,   containing   in   the 
centre   Queen   Alexandra's   monogram   of   two   crossed   A's,   and 
surmounted  with  the  Imperial  Crown. 

On  the  piers  on  either  side  are  wrought-iron  lanterns,  of  filigree 
work,  surmounted  by  an  Imperial  Crown  and  fitted  with  electric 
lights. 

The  work  was  executed  by  Hart,  Son,  Peard  &  Co.,  Charing 
Cross  Road. 

The  laying  out  of  the  grounds,  making  the  lawn  tennis  and 
croquet  courts,  the  planting  of  all  shrubs,  trees,  and  creepers  on 
the  buildings  were  entirely  undertaken  and  canied  out  by  the 
staff  of  gardeners.

Towards  the  close  of  the  year  the  above  freehold  property, 
with  a  house  and  "grounds  of  1J  acres,  known  as  ';  Bui-field,''  late 
the  property  of  Mr.  Wilson,  adjoining  the  Queen's  House,  came 
into  the  market,  and  was  purchased  for  the  .sum  of  £3,750,  as  a 
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PLAN   OF    APAKTMENTS. 
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"  Memorial  to  His  late  Majesty  King  Edward,"  and  was,  bj"  the 
wish  of  Her  Majesty  Queen  Alexandra,  named  "  King  Edward's 
House." 

This  was  converted  into  three  self-contained  apartments, 
quarters  being  allocated  in  the  basement  for  one  of  the  gardeners. 

Attached  to  the  House,  on  the  right,  was  a  large  billiard  room, 
which  was  utilised  as  a  Museum  and  Library  for  the  benefit  of 
all  residents  in  the  Homes.

WOUNDED  SOLDIERS  AND  SAILORS. 

During  the  autumn  and  winter  three  entertainments  were 
given  at  the  Homes.  The  first  to  35  wounded  men  from  the 
2nd  Division  London  Military  Hospital,  St.  Mark's  College,  Chelsea, 
organised  by  Miss  Napier  and  several  of  the  lady  residents,  the 
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•chief  attraction  being  a  Musical  Entertainment  in  the  dining 
hall,  at  which  Miss  Grainger  Kerr  and  Mr.  Campbell  Mclnnes, 
accompanied  by  Mr.  Geoffrey  O'Connor-Morris,  well-known  artistes 
from  London,  kindly  gave  their  services. 

The  second,  to  35  wounded  men  from  Queen  Alexandra  - 
Hospital,  Millbank,  organised  by  Miss  Mauleverer,  Mrs.  Wyatt 
and  other  lady  residents,  at  which  also  Miss  Rooke,  Miss  Rock, 
Madame  Lane  (Edith  Fulford),  Mr.  Gale  and  Miss  Julia  Huntsman, 
kindly  gave  their  services. 

The  third,  on  30th  December,  to  35  wounded  men  from  the 
2nd  Division  London  Military  Hospital,  St.  Mark's  College,  Chelsea, 
organised  by  Miss  Napier  and  Mrs.  Lindon,  at  which  the  following 
well-known  artistes  kindly  gave  their  services  : — Soprano,  Miss 
Theodora  Hess ;  Tenor,  Mr.  Hirwin  Jones ;  Violinist,  Miss  Margery 
Ounn;  Accompanists,  Miss  Kate  Coates  and  Mr.  Charles  Collett. 

N.B. — It  was  much  to  be  regretted  that,  in  consequence  of 
no  wounded  sailors  being  located  in  London,  none  were  present. 

Also  on  17th  June  1918,  a  social  meeting  at  the  initiation  of 
Mrs.  Ensor,  a  resident,  and  arranged  by  the  Rev.  D.  C.  Macgregor, 
was  held  in  the  grounds,  chiefly  consisting  of  mothers  and 
relatives  of  men  taking  part  in  the  present  war.

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"This  book  is  probably  unique,  among  all  others  of  its  kind,  for  the  thoroughness  and  complete- 
ness with  which  the  task  undertaken  has  been  carried  out.

From  the  very  nursery,  where  we  catch  a  charming  glimpse  of  him  from 
the  crayon  of  William  Dyce,  the  future  King  Edward  was  trained  assiduously  for  the  heavy 
duties  and  responsibilities  of  kingship.  His  youthful  education  was  set  upon  stern  lines,  and  it 
was  not  until  he  was  eighteen  years  old  that  he  may  be  said  to  have  begun  his  public  career  in 
a  course  of  training  with  the  i6th  Hussars  at  Edinburgh.  In  the  same  year  he  matriculated  at 
Christ  Church,  Oxford,  and  we  are  given  a  striking  portrait  of  him  in  his  academical  robes, 
painted  by  Sir  John  Watson  Gordon.  Then  in  1860  the  young  Prince  began  his  series  of 
travels,  visiting  Newfoundland,  Canada,  and  America,  and  laying  the  foundation-stone  of  the 
new  Parliamentary  Buildings  at  Ottawa — the  first  of  many  such  ceremonials.  A  year  at  Oxford 
was  followed  by  another  at  Cambridge,  and  at  the  same  time  the  Prince  was  admitted  a  member 
of  the  Inner  Temple.  In  1862  he  visited  Egypt,  Palestine,  and  Malta,  and  the  following  year 
saw  his  happy  marriage  to  the  '  Sea-King's  daughter  from  over  the  sea.'  It  would  be  a  long 
task  to  follow  Sir  James  Gildea's  detailed  narrative  of  the  endless  demands  made  upon  the 
Prince's  time  and  courtesy  by  the  obligations  of  a  high  destiny  ;  it  must  suffice  to  say  that  every 
official  event  of  his  life  is  recorded  in  these  pages,  and  that  the  collection  of  portraits,  busts, 
medals,  medallions,  and  memorials  which  are  reproduced  as  illustrations  forms  a  picture-gallery 
of  unique  variety  and  value.  Particularly  admirable  are  Bastien  Lepage's  portrait  of  the  Prince 
in  Holbein  dress,  the  fine  bust  by  Mr.  Albert  Bruce  Joy,  and  the  several  speaking  likenesses  by 
Mr.  A.  S.  Cope,  who  may  claim,  perhaps,  to  have  been  the  most  successful  of  all  portrait- 
painters  in  transferring  to  canvas  the  strong  human  character  and  unfailing  charm  which  set 
their  mark  upon  the  King's  well-known  features.  In  every  way  this  is  a  fine  and  dignified 
volume.  When  we  say  that  it  is  worthy  of  its  subject,  and  of  Queen  Alexandra's  confidence  in 
the  author,  we  have  only  paid  it  a  compliment  which  it  most  abundantly  deserves." — Tkt  Daily 
Telegraph. 

"  If  anything  can  bring  home  to  the  public  the  strenuous  nature  of  the  life  of  a  modern 
Prince,  this  interesting  review  of  King  Edward's  public  career  should  accomplish  the  purpose.

"  Two  years  after  his  first  tour  he  visited  Egypt,  Palestine,  and  Malta,  the  trip  to  Egypt  being 
repeated  a  few  years  later,  when  Constantinople,  the  Crimea,  and  Greece  were  also  included. 

"  In  1875  the  Prince  of  Wales  started  on  a  visit  to  India,  an  epoch-marking  journey,  w  len. 
for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  India,  a  son  of  a  reigning  British  Sovereign  set  loot  on  h< 

"  Apart  from  the  summary  of  the  principal  events  in  King  Edward's  life,  an  interesting 
collection  of  portraits  of  his  late  Majesty,  as  well  as  reproductions  of  photographs,  medals, 
busts,  medallions,  and  Coronation  and  other  memorials,  many  of  them  not  hitherto  publisMd. 
is  included  in  this  interesting  volume.

"  Three  years  ago  Queen  Alexandra  entrusted  to  Colonel  Sir  James  Gildea  the  collection  for 
publication  of  all  memorials  erected  to  the  memory  of  King  Edward  at  home  and  abroad. 
Since  then  the  scheme  of  the  work  has  undergone  expansion.  Particulars  of  over  four  hundred 
memorials  were  collected,  but  as  the  book  dealing  with  them  could  not  be  published  until  all 
were  complete,  the  compiler  of  the  volume  was  authorized  to  collect  and  publish  a  summary  of 
the  events  of  King  Edward's  life  with  an  account  of  the  memorials  erected  in  commemoration 
of  his  Coronation  and  other  matters.

"  The  book  opens  with  genealogical  tables  which  contain  probably  more  details  in  relation 
to  the  Royal  Family  than  have  ever  before  been  published.  The  summary  of  events  beginning 
with  the  birth  of  Prince  Albert  Edward  on  November  9,  1841,  and  closing  with  the  funeral  of 
King  Edward  and  the  accession  of  King  George  is  a  record  of  sixty-nine  years  and,  of  necessity, 
includes  outstanding  events  in  which  the  present  King  and  Queen  figured  prominently  during 
the  last  reign.  The  tours  abroad  and  to  various  parts  of  the  Empire  made  by  the  late  monarch 
during  the  long  years  in  which  he  was  Prince  of  Wales  are  described  with  those  full  personal 
details  that  are  much  more  interesting  years  after  the  event  than  they  seem  to  most  people  at 
the  time.  The  Imperial  tour  of  King  George  and  Queen  Mary  as  the  Duke  and  Duchess  of 
Cornwall  and  York  and  Prince  and  Princess  of  Wales  are  similarly  described,  for  these  were 
striking  incidents  of  the  late  King's  reign.  But  the  accounts  of  those  Royal  progresses, 
momentous  as  they  were,  do  not  give  to  this  book  the  chief  interest  it  has  in  our  eyes.  The 
work  is  unique,  not  because  it  recalls  all  the  circumstances  of  those  historic  tours,  but  because 
it  brings  together  accounts  of  all  the  public  works,  institutions,  memorials,  fountains,  foundation- 
stones,  and  so  on  that  were  opened,  unveiled,  or  laid  by  King  Edward  throughout  his  life. 
Memorial  inscriptions  are  reproduced,  the  incidents  of  each  ceremony  are  described,  and 
mention  is  made  of  all  who  were  privileged  to  assist. 

"  Wherever  such  a  ceremony  took  place,  whether  at  home,  in  India,  in  the  Colonies,  or  on 
the  Continent  of  Europe,  the  facts  are  here  recapitulated.  The  second  part  of  the  present 
volume  reproduces  numerous  portraits  and  busts  of  the  late  Sovereign,  and  medals  and 
medallions  commemorative  of  incidents  of  his  life  and  visits  of  Foreign  Sovereigns.  The  third 
part  contains  photographs  and  descriptions  of  Coronation  and  other  memorials  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  in  France,  and  in  the  Colonies  and  India.  There  are  very  full  Indices,  arranged  on 
a  plan  which  readily  facilitates  reference.  The  author  has,  in  fact,  done  his  work  completely 
and  devotedly,  and  there  should  be  a  ready  sale  for  a  volume  which  is  both  a  memorial  and  an 
offering.  Issued  under  the  title  of  '  King  Edward  VII.,  the  Peacemaker,'  the  book  is  appro- 
priately published  on  Queen  Alexandra's  birthday,  and  the  profits  on  its  sale  will  be  given  to 
the  Royal  Homes  for  Officers'  Widows  and  Daughters  at  Wimbledon.  These  Homes  were 
founded  in  connection  with  the  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Families  Association  by  Sir  James  Gildea, 
of  which  he  is  the  Chairman  and  Treasurer  as  also  the  Founder."

The  Indices  run  into  nearly  fifty  closely-printed 
columns — all  accurately  drafted  and  well  marshalled — and  the  entries  include  a  great 
multiplicity  of  interests  and  such  a  vast  constituency  of  loyalty,  all  united  in  a  common  bond 
of  emotion.  All  this  work  has  been  collected  with  an  absorbing  sense  of  duty  far  transcending 
the  ordinary  virtues  of  conscientiousness  and  assiduity,  and  has  had  for  its  actuating  motive  a 
double  loyalty  to  grief  and  homage.  For  Colonel  Gildea  has  added  philanthropy  to  courtly 
service,  and  an  excellent  institution — the  Royal  Homes  for  Officers'  Widows  and  Daughters  at 
.  Wimbledon — is  to  benefit  from  the  proceeds  of  this  sumptuous  record  of  a  great  and  beneficent 
li-fe,  laid  at  the  feet  of  widowed  royalty." — The  Observer.

We  commend  to  all  interested  in  the  families  of  soldiers  and  sailors  a  short 
historical  record  of  the  work  of  the  above  Association,  from  1885  to  1916, 
"  Dedicated,  by  permission,  to  Her  Majesty  Queen  Alexandra,  who,  as  President, 
has  been  the  mainstay  of  the  Association  for  over  thirty-one  years."  The  object 
of  the  compiler  has  been  to  remind  the  public,  and  those  who  have  liberally 
supported  the  Association  for  so  many  years,  that,  because  the  work  it  had 
carried  on  during  the  first  two  years  of  the  War  had  been  taken  from  them  by 
the  late  Government,  the  Association  has  not  ceased,  as  many  erroneously  think, 
to  exist.  Founded  in  1885,  under  considerable  opposition  from  the  military 
authorities,  on  the  plea  of  its  encouraging  marriage  without  leave,  which  was 
refuted  chiefly  by  the  late  Lord  Wolseley  and  Sir  Evelyn  Wood,  both  staunch 
supporters  from  its  initiation — the  organization  soon  became  complete,  not  only 
throughout  the  United  Kingdom,  but  in  India  and  all  foreign  stations.  Similarly, 
in  1899,  opposition  was  raised  to  the  establishment  of  "  Homes  for  Officers' 
Widows  and  Daughters,"  on  the  plea  that  no  ladies  would  be  likely  to  avail 
themselves  of  such  provision,  the  outcome  being  that  at  the  present  time  there 
are  71  residents  (widows  and  daughters  of  general  officers  and  others),  with 
their  families  numbering  140,  provided  with  separate  unfurnished  apartments, 
free  of  rent,  rates  and  water,  located  at  Wimbledon,  surrounded  by  pleasant 
grounds,  tennis  and  croquet  lawns. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  184  candidates  awaiting  election. 

During  the  South  African  War,  1899-1902,  relief  was  given  by  the  Association 
to  the  amount  of  £1,205,877,  among  206,000  wives  and  dependent  relatives,  and 
235,000  children.  During  the  present  War,  up  to  June  80th,  1916,  £2,610,657 
was  expended  on  1,204,92*  wives  and  dependent  relatives,  and  1, (588,628  children. 
This  work  has  been  carried  out  by  over  50,000  ladies  and  gentlemen  "  voluntary 
workers,"  the  expenses  of  the  Association  being  limited  to  the  amount  considered 
necessary  by  the  Council  for  the  administration  of  the  central  office,  with  the 
exception  of  the  actual  sums  expended  by  its  branches  in  circulars,  printing, 
stationery  and  po->tage. 

Equally  important  is — 

(a)  Its  nursing  branch,  which  provides  qualified  district  nurses  to  visit  and 
attend  the  wives  and  families  in  their  own  homes,  and  which  have  been  estab- 
lished at  most  of  the  garrison  towns  and  naval  stations,  both  at  home  and 
abroad.  From  1852  to  1915,  3,038,407  visits  were  made  to  243.543  cases,  at 
a  cost  of  £109,962. 

(A)  Its  clothing  branch,  established  in  the  early  years  of  the  Association,  for 
supplying  suitable  clothing  ftee  to 

(1)  the  wives  and  families  at  home  ; 

(2)  to  depots  at  foreign  stations,  such  as  Bombay,  Egypt,  Malta,  etc.,  for 

wives  and  children  returning  home. 

This  branch  has  been  largely  extended  locally  throughout  the  United 
Kingdom. 

At  the  present  time,  notwithstanding  the  chief  part  of  the  work  in  connection 
with  the  present  War  has  been  taken  over  by  the  Government,  the  Association 
is  fully  occupied  with  p re- War  cases,  as  well  as  having  undertaken  the  relief 
of  all  Colonial  and  French  cases  residing  in  this  country,  neither  of  which  come 
under  the  Government  scheme,  as  also  families  in  the  Channel  Islands,  and  parts 
of  Ireland,  for  which  the  Government  made  no  provision.  Many  of  the  voluntary 
workers  of  the  Association  have  offered  their  services  to  the  local  authorities 
established  under  the  War  Pensions  Act,  some  few  of  whom  have  been  accepted, 
but  generally  the  sympathy,  especially  of  ladies,  etc.,  constantly  visiting  the 
beneficiaries  in  their  own  homes,  and  giving  advice  on  matters  of  health  and 
hygiene,  and  the  bringing  up  of  their  children,  has  been  lost.

Colonel  Sir  James  Gib  lea,  to  whom  the  Services  owe  so  much  for 
his  charitable  work  on  their  behalf,  has  just  issued  a  now  Kdition  of  his 
valuable  Ouide  to  Naval  and  Military  Funds  and  Institutions.
